Some of the causes for 
poor student adjustment and 
iinsattsfactory cili'/cnsliip are 
believed to he the home en- 
vironment, socio -economic 
conditions, the school organi- 
zation and lack of coordina- 
tion between various com- 
munity institutions,

Antioch High School is work- 
ing- for curriculum Improve- 
mentr^with-abilily-grouping, 
remedial classes, special edu- 
cation, a • work/study pro- 
gram, a health clinic, teacher/ 
student / parent conferences 
and student progress reports.

Price of Electricity 
To Drop April 1 

Commonwealth E d i s o u 
Company customers will get 
an annual reduction in elec- 
tricity prices of more than 
$3,0(10,000 starting next 
inorith7 it. was~{innomiccd-bjr 
James W. Karbcr, Chairman 
<:f the Illinois Commerce 
Commission. 

<MrC Ka'rber said the reduc- 
tion, to become effective 
April 1, results from lower 
costs for fuel delivered at the 
company's generating sta- 
tions. The savings arc auto- 
matically passed on to cus- 
tomers- under a fuel adjust- 
ment clause in the Edison rate 
schedule. 

"Including this latest re- 
duction, our electricity prices 
have been lowered by more 
than $31 million on an annual 
basis since 1002," 3. Harris 
Ward, chairman of Common- 
wealth Edison Company, said. 
"Our customers can expect $0 
million or more of further 
savings before 1070 as still 
lower fuel costs arc achiev- 
ed.". 

Under Edison's fuel adjust- 
ment clause,. tiic new reduc- 
tion will be applied at 1 lie 
rate of one cent for each 100 
kilwalt-hours of use.

Running For 
Party Office 

State Senator Robert Coul- 
son has announced his candi- 
dacy for the -office of stale 
Central Committeeman, and' 
explained his reason for run- 
ning for the office in a letter 
"to RepiiUlicairparty-orficials 
and the press. 

The position pays no salary 
and is a party office, Coul- 
son pointed ' out. , Because 
there is no pay attached to 
the job, Coulson said, central 
committeemen from this area 
often find they are unable -to 
send enough lime in Spring- 
field to do a good job. 

Central committeemen have 
the responsibility of assisting 
the state officers and legis- 
lators Jn^terniiU 6 policies and 
attitudes on slate matters. 
To do an effective job, Coul- 
son said, the committeemen 
must be on -the— scene In 
Springfield and be familiar 
with what the legislature is 
actually doing. "I think that 
a member of the legislature 
is practically the only person 
who can afford the time and 
inconvenience i iiv o I v o d," 
Coulson said.

Under the new law, 
Antioch High School District 
will pay the portion of Hie 
tuition costs normally borne 
by the community support- 
ing the junior college for any 
students who reside in this 
district. 

All that is required is for

Governments, local and. federal, are fre- 
quently busy formulating/laws to protect Us citi- 
zens against" 'people; who would victimi^je them. 
S'ti^fer credit laws, truth . repackaging, new Food 
and Drug laws, standards foi'-safe tires — all ex- 
cellent measures, no doubt. v 

But there's a sadly neglected field — laws' 
to protect the ordinary citizen from actions taken 
by the government.' 

There 'is 'i.io room, it appears, for common 
sense or ord inary human decency in the. adminis- 
tration of government affairs.' A sample is the 
young-Mnan who committed suicide a few months 
ago when .a state government garnisheed his 
wages for, state income tax.. The man knew there 



" was no recourse from a government action. No 
chance to have his case heard in court, to arrange 
an installment payment. — 

•The most recent example is the war veteran 
who received "$7S not due him, through^ mistake 
made by the Veterans Administration. Somehow; 
five 7 years later, the government discovered their 
error. Now, they say, the disabled 74-year-old vet 
must return the money. 

■ They know he can't. Simple figures must 
convince them of that. The unfortunate situation 
is created by an error of their department; Yet 
they have no provision to apply a- little, common 
sense and write the matter off the books. They 
have -rules, and they must-be abided .by,-e.ven-i£ Lit. 
mea ns senseless starvation for a helpless old man. 
Publicity will find a way out for this man. 
How many thousands more are the victims of the 
impersonal,. rigid rulings of a government that 
l\ands out millions with one hand, arid snatches 
a pittance from a lone, citizen with the other?

Chief Deputy Norris Froe- 
lich wasted no time in dis- 
playing his disdain for the 
endorsement accorded -Capl. 
Scheskie, filing his nominat- 
ing petition for Sheriff less 
than 48 hours after the con- 
vention adjourned. 

Ziori Police Chief Lloyd 
DeTienne, who ignored the 
endorsement convention, has 
entered the race officially 
and politicos are taking a sec- 
ond look at his chances be- 
' cause of the apparently ir- 
reconcilable split between the 
Scheskie and Froeilch forces. 
Deerfield Township Assist- 
ant Supervisor Ray Sheaheri 
is benefiting from an antici- 
pated backlash against Milton 
who courted voter displeas- 
ure by remaining as chairman 
of the convention even though 
_he_was himself a candidate 
for endorsement. - 

Challenging, the endorse- 
ment of Gerretsen will be 
Robert II. (Mickey) Babcox, 
former Lake County coroner, 
who lost out to the Grant 
Township resident on the 
fourth ballot.'-.

Your Congressman 
Reports....:

Former Vice President 
Richard Nixon said recently 
that the principal political 
Issue in 19UG will be inflation. 
Whether or not Mr. Nixon's 
prediction is. correct may not 
be known Tor at least another 
six months. However, what 
is certain Is tliat the Congress 
mu st face ti p to a threat of 
inflation at flic present ses- 
sion. 

Many members of Congress 
and. indeed, the public at 
large appear not to be aware 
of the danger signs or Impli- 
cations of inflation. 

The classic description of 
inflation is "too much money 
chasing too few, goods." In 
other words, ir the money 
supply increases more rapid- 
ly than the production of 
goods, costs begin to soar and 
the purchasing power of the 
dollar decreases rapidly. 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
look cognizance of the infla- 
tionary danger signs last Dc; 
cember by increasing its dls-' 
count*' rale on loans to com- 
mercial banks. This had the 
effect of reducing the money 
supply and retarding the in- 
flationary trend. 

However, the Federal .Gov- 
ernment, by increasing its 
expenditures anil by creating 
additional Federal deficits, is 
feeding the inflationary fires. 
Legislative proposals for re- 
tarding the inflation spiral in- 
clude: (a) a further tax in- 
crease, and (bl wage and price 
controls. 

The effects of a, general tax 
increase might well be to re- 
duce the anticipated Federal 
deficit, However, the recent- 
ly enacted Tax Adjustment 
Act "of -1066. which increases 
certain excise taxes and ac- 
celerates the payment of cor- 
porate income taxes, may re- 
sult in reducing prediction of 
goods and thereby add to bur 
inflationary woes.

It's 
k lhe same one you road about 
in this column some time 
ago— tlie mechanic's lien. , 

Lot's suppose your tenant 
wants to redecorate his apart- 
ment and agrees to. do so at 
his own' cost. Quite aii 
agreeable situation for uny 
landlord — on the surface! 
But, there are steps you 
should tuke to protect youi'- 
self from the well-meaning 
redecorator. 

With your blessing, the 
tenant liires'workmento re- 
move old partitions, install 
new light fixtures, :rclile the 
bath, lay new linoleum in the 
kitchen, and completely " re- 
paint the apartment. He has 
substantially improved your 
property. ^ 

A few weeks later, the ten- 
ant informs you that he has 
been transferred to another 
city and will have to leave In 
a week. Because he was 
such a model tenant, you re- 
lease him from his tease. 

In a situation such as this, 
don't be surprised if you, re- 
ceive calls from workmen 
within a few weeks. Your 
well-meaning tenant had in- 
tended lo pay the workmen, 
but the unforeseen happened. 
• Landlord Pays 

There is the landlord's ar- 
gument that "these aren't my 
bills," or "the tenant's lease 
provided that I don't have lo 
pay these bills." Both argu- 
ments arc unsatisfactory. Any 
lawyer can tell you that under 
had filed liens against your 
building for the cost of their 
improvements, , to protect 
| themselves in just such an 
occurrence as this. The 
liens" are binding, even 
though the tenant's lease 
stated that debts incurred by 
him were not to create liens 
against your property. 
How Liens Arise 

A Hen may arise against the 
landlord's properly when a 
tenant has improvements 
made to his apartment with 
the landlord's knowledge or 



consent, regardless of the 
terms of the lease. However, 
if the landlord Is not aware 
of the work being done, Illi- 
nois law protects the land- 
lord against any such claims. 
The steps that every land- 
lord should take to protect 
himself against the welt- 
tenant, are fairly simple: •. A 
-landlord can refuse to permit 
work to be done unlcss^money 
for payment is first dcposltc-d 
with him. Or, the landlord 
can refuse to let the work 
be donc-unless each workman 
provides him with a written 
waiver of Hen before he be- 
gins work.*'

WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF 
AN AUTO ACCIDENT 

If.you have ever been in- 
volved In on auto accident, 
you are aware of the shock 
and confusion that usually ac- 
companies such a 'mishap. 
Under such * conditions it is 
difficult to think- clearly. 
This Is wliy it is Important 
for every driver - to prepare 
a "check-list" to make sure 
that the proper steps arc 
taken for, his own protection. 
The party at fault in an* auto 
"accident may be subjectHto 
both a criminal charge and a 
civil action for money dam- 
ages. 
Aid Injured First 

The first thing to do after 
an auto accident is_to stop 
and give aid to the injured. 
The* person should be made 
comfortable and, if the. injury 
is serious, a doctor or am- 
bulance should be called. If 
neither is available, transpor- 
tation to the nearest hospital 
should be arranged. 

If the accident occurs at 
night, flares should be posted 
around any obstruction in the 
road. An ordinary milk car- 
ton, twisted into a candle 
shape, will burn long and 
bright enough to warn on- 
coming traffic in an emer- 
gency. 

Each person directly in- 
volved in the accident is re- 
quired by law to remain. at 
the scene of the accident un- 
til the injured arc cared for. 
Also, each is required to give 
his name, address, registra- 
tion number of the vehicle he 
was' driving and, upon re- 
quest, exhibit his driver's li- 
cense to the person injured or 



the other car, 
Collect information , 

For your ■ own protection, 
write down the license num- 
ber of all vehicles Involved. 
If possible, ask witnesses for 
a statement regarding the de- 
tails -or'tlie' accident and jot 
It down, together with their 
names and addresses, 

Djagrani the scene nnd po- 
sition of the cars and persons 
involved. Make noteB on con- 
ditions such as weather, traf- 
fic-signals, -time -and j-skld 
marks. Jot down your .own 
recollections of how t'' e acc - - 
dent occurred. Written notes 
may prove invaluable, to you 
after the accident. 

Since you are Involved In 
"tlie;; accident, it usually will 
be-to your advantage to make 
no statement until you hove 
consulted your lawyer; Re- 
member, no statement is re- 
quired by law either at the 
scene Of the accident or at 
a police station. Admissions 
of fault hastily made may be 
regretted later, on vylien your 
recollection sharpensor when 
full facts become known to 
you: 

Beware of solicitations 
from persons who "chase am- 
bulances." Report any such 
advance to the local bar asso- 
ciation. . „ 
Reporting the Accident 

If the accident results in 
death, personal injury or 
damage lo-properly In excess 
of $100 to any one .person, 
the law requires that the 
driver of any vehicle involved 
file a written report of the 
accident. A form may be ob- 



wlthin ten days after the acci- 
dent, It Is confidential and 
may be important in assuring 
you that the other driver 
posts sufficient security to 
pay for your losses. 
' Notify your insurance com- 
pany immediately, In ordorto 
protect your right to collect 
under your policy. Do not 
make or sign statements 
about the nccldent v or sign 
releases for money, until you 
hove obtained "legal advice. 
Remember, no intelligent ad- 
justment of claims can be 
made until you know and un- 
derstand the full facts .sur- 
rounding the accident and the 
extent of the injuries^ suf- 
fered. -

Leaders of organized labor 
have been outspoken in their 
opposition to the voluntary 
anti-inflationary guidelines as 
proposed by the. Administra- 
tion. Accordingly, the pres- 
sures for legislation to estab- 
lish a Federal wage and price 
control board are likely to 
mount in tlie weeks and 
months ahead. However, this- 
alternative for Congressional 
action is not veryattractive — 
particularly in an election 
year — in a country which lias 
attained great economic suc- 
cess without Federal expendi- 
tures. It Is the opinion of 
many that all nomnilitary 
spending could be-reduced- 
sufficiently to eliminate the 
oversupply of money. How- 
ever, this might impede tlie 
politically popular anti-pov- 
erty program, ornit certain 
publicfworks projects for fav- 
ored Congressmen, and re- 
duce foreign aid to some of 
the "neutral" or "uncommit- 
ted" nations. Such a reduc- 
tion in Federal spending can 
hardly be expected from this 
Administration.

Eiich month in Illinois, 
iilimit 2,200 .draftees— four 
out of 10 — are rejected for 
physical reasons. About 30 
pur .cent have conditions that 
could have been corrected 
previously but were not,, eith- 
er because of the individual's 
luck of knowledge of available 
facilities, or lack of money.

^Weaker' Sex 
Takes Over 

New York— As of Last July, 
there were about 1K.2 million 
men and women in the U. S. 
aged 05 and overhand women 
out-numbered the "stronger" 
sex by about 2.3 million, ac- 
cording to. statisticians at the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. 

By 1975, the experts pre- 
dict, women are expected to 
outnumber men by .1.3 mil- 
lion, and a decade later by 
almost 4.5 million. 

There are now 120"w6mcn 
for every 100 men .aged 65 
and over, and by 11IH5 the 
ratio may be 143 to 100. 

Why do women live longer 
than men? Is it because 
they smoke less, visit, their 
doctor more frequently, have 
more effective hormonal sys- 
tems, allow their emotions 
freer play? Or is il- just that 
the female of the species is 
essentially stronger? . 

While there is no generally 
accepted explanation, it is 
felt by many experts that Hie 
strains of earning a living, 
of being under constant pres- 
sure may tako years tiff a 
man's life.

Mrs. McMillcn has research- 
ed the subject of fans since 
she was given the collection, 
and has found It an Intrigu- 
ing .and. Involved' subject. 
The - research is difficult — 
she has found little in books 
about the subject. 'She. has 
gathered Information from 
every available source ,Somc 
of. the. clues she's traced coiifo 
from pictures. 

"Some" fans, are valueless, 
sjmie priceless," Phyllis says. 
.'Many" were in a bad state'of 
disrepair when' she got them, 
and she lias lieen able to mend 
them. Many fans arc delicate 
things, and difficult to repair.. 
When fans wore widely 
used, ladies kept them In a 
fan box. These are even 
rarer than the fans them- 
selves, so Phyllis made her 
own. The boxes she riiade 
are as feminine and -attrac- 
tive as the fans themselves. 
The ■ first fans probably 
originated in the Orient and 
were brought to Portugal in 
the -timc_oLCatlierine_ :de 
Medici. Their use. spread 
across Europe. 

Even today. In Japan, Jap- 
anese referees use fans to 
convey their decisions. Dif- 
ferent' motions mean differ- 
ent calls; as an American ref- 
eree today uses his hands, 
arms and fingers to signal his 
decisions. 
. Even the color of a fan can 
convey a 'message. Bridal 
fans were once very popular, 
used more than bridal bou- 
quets. The bridal fans were 
white, of course, and fans 
were often given as gifts to 
the bride, One such fan in 
Phyllis' collection is a large 
white. satin one. "A smaller 
one. delicate and with a 
beautiful pattern, might have 
been given as a gift. 

A widow, too, could convey 
her status with ■ her fan. 
Along with the dead black of 
her mourning gown, she car- 
ried - a large black fan. As 
time passed, and her grief 
presumably became. 1 e s s 
acute, Ihe" fan became much 
smaller, but. still plain black. 
As the year of her mourning 
.ended, a coquettish 1 fan, 
perhaps. decorated with paint- 
ed flowers, conveyed the mes- 
sage (hat. she was ready to 
consider a second husband. 

Most fans have five parts, 
the rivet, and the metal ring 
which fasten the parts to- 
gel her; the guard, -the two 
outside pieces, usually heav- 
ier than the center portions; 
the stick, the several pieces 
which make up the body of a 
fan, and the leaf, of what- 
ever material is used to niake 
the top portion of the fan. 
The brisc fan has no leaves. 
The sticks enlarge toward the 
top to form fhc i leaves. 

In fans of good quality, the 
stick extends -through the 
leaves, making them more 
durable. ~n ■Cheaper" fans will 
have Ihe sticks ending as it 
enters the leaf. 

Kans • were made of all 
sorts of material. Amber, 
wood, ivory, sometimes com- 
bined with beautiful. fabrics, 
sometimes alone. Many of 
the slicks were beautifully 
carved. Some carry painted 
scenes, often done l>y famous 
artists.
